“We could have .settled 
out of court for a considerable amount less than what we 
spent on lawj’er’ fees and time and effort and everytliing 
else,” said Donald Woodford Jr., wner of Precision Optics 
in Omaha, Neb.

"It just goL\s to show how any iierson who c-omes 
into your office and fills out an application can go and 
file .suit again.st you williout ajiy just cau.se, and the gov¬ 
ernment will back him up,’ he pointed out. 

Hi* added, "I’m not again-st fighting discrimination ot 
all. In fix-t. in c-erain in.stances where people have been 
discriminatcHi against, 1 think it .should be followed up. 
and the ]x*ople sliould be prosecuti*d — but never for fri 
volous reasons.” 

At times, an agency c-ould clear up the alleged vio¬ 
lation by making a .simple investigation, hut yet it doc'sn’t. 
For c'xample, a few years ago, an investigator for the U.S. 
Labor Department contactt*d William Hall, owner of the 
Countiy Kettle Restaurant in Tulsa, Okla., and told him 
that he might be liable for STxl.OOO in back wages because 
of violating minimum wage and overtime laws. Hall knew 
Uiat his restaurant qualified for an exemption because it 
met the five re<|uiremcnts laid out by the Wage and Hour 
administrator in Wasliington, D.C. 

When Hall informed the invi-stigator that he owned 
nothing becau.se he wa.s exempt, the ngemey offereef to 
.-■ettled out of court for $14,000. Hall refu.scsl.

Dear Editor: 

World attention is focus¬ 
sed on Southeast Asia, where 
the helpless victims of Com¬ 
munist aggression attempt a 
hopeless exodus. Camborit’.s 
population was 8 mllllan in 
1970. It has now been re¬ 
duced, by mass murder and 
forced starvation, to 3 or 
perhaps 2 million. Such is 
the “peace” that has come 
to the Cambodian people — 
the peace of the slaughter¬ 
house, the peace of the 
grave! 

Switching the scene to an¬ 
other brutal Red stronghold, 
an average of 260 East Ger¬ 
mans a month manage to 
escape from East Germany, 
despite the Berlin Wall and 
minefields on the border be¬ 
tween East a.nd West Ger¬ 
many. Only a relatively 
small number are “wall- 
breakers” who expose them¬ 
selves to possible gunfire to 
escape, although in July the 
number of those rose from 
a monthly average this year 
of 26 to 57. Most who escape 
are smuggled out or u.se 
forged papers. 

On the more dramatic side, 
there’s the 33-year-old East 
German who used a snorkel 
to swim underwater on Sep¬ 
tember 21st across a border 
lake to the American sector 
of Berlin. In the darkness he 
was undetected by the num¬ 
erous border guards in patrol 
boats. 

The following Sunday two 
families, totaling eight peo¬ 
ple, m^ade a 30-minute, 11- 
mile flight from East Ger¬ 
many to Bavaria in a home¬ 
made hot-air balloon! 

A western diplomat attri¬ 
butes the increase In esca¬ 
pees to worsening living 
conditions, a tighter food 
supply, a new Communist 
crackdown on dissent, and 
fears of coming severe belt 
tightening. A recent state¬ 
ment by the West Grman 
govemmen accus e d East 
Germany of violating human 
rights by its shoot-to-kill or¬ 
ders on the border.
